most 
reliable 
was from Chihuahua. 
lf it is proven that Villa is on his 
way 
south, 
towards 
Torreon, 
the 
campaign against him cannot be car­ 
ried much further, unless the rail­ 
roads between Chihuahua 
and 
the 
border are made available for the 
movement of troops or more troops are 
sent into Mexico. 
This was stated 
at Funston’!* headquarters, where it 
was also indicated that representa­ 
tions to this effect would be made to 
tin* war department. 


All 
Available Troops 
Into 
Mexico. 
San Antonio, Texas, April 4.- With 
the dispatch of the remaining detach­ 
ment of the Fifth cavalry and Twen- 
ty-fqurth 
infantry 
from 
Columbus, 
General Funston has sent in;o Mexi­ 
co all the troops available 
at this 
time. The actual number 
of troops 
operating in Mexico has never been 
made public, but army officers regard 
the number as altogether inadequate. 
Staff officers 
explained 
today 
that 
since the beginning of the chase the 
situation has been so altered that it 
becomes necessary that a short cut 
to the field of operations be made, or 
that the round about road now fol­ 
lowed be guarded by a heavier force 
than that already along the line. 
Villa's flight south caused General 
Pershing to move south of Guerrero. 
lf it is true that Villa has gone south 
of Chihuahua, 
the 
Americans will 
have to swing their line of communi­ 
cation sharply to the east 
and then 
he 
prepared 
to 
move 
southward 
again. If the railroads, or particular­ 
ly the Juarez-Chihuahua line is used, 
a more direct line 
could 
be estab­ 
lished. lf permission to do that can 
not be secured, however, and if suf­ 
ficient troops are 
not 
available for 
conducting operations along the pres­ 
ent lines, there is another 
alterna­ 
tive, though one 
not 
regarded with 
favor by army officers. 
That 
is to 
move the main line across the coun­ 
try until the main base is located at 
some point near Ojinaga, on the bor­ 
der. 
From 
such 
a point the line 
could he 
extended southward 
past 
Chihuahua, the result being a saving 
of I (XI miles or more. Army officers 
regard such a plan as 
little better 
than a 
makeshift, 
however saying 
that unless Villa should be captured 
while comparatively near Chihuahua, 
the situation would soon present the 
same 
difficulties, 
and 
there would 
arise the necessity for the use of the 
railroads. 


Send More Troops Into Mexico. 
Washington, April 4.—Gen. Funston 
today advised tile wrar department he 
was sending more troops into Mexico 
from Columbus to protect the line of 
communication with Gen. Pershing. 
So far Gen. Funston has not sug­ 
gested reinforcement of the Pershing’s 
forces, except to protect the commun­ 
ication lines, and there was no con­ 
firmation today of the border reports 
that additions to the fighting column 
would be required. 
Late reports say that part of the 
Fifth and Eleventh 
cavalry 
were 
stationed at Columbus. 
Funston did 
not say whether some of these had 
been sent across the border.

The Hague, Netherlands, April 4.— 


The desires of the strong

try’s foreign policy, “with a view to, 
if not abolishing, at any rate lessening 
the danger that diplomacy may in se­ 
cret, and without control on the part 
of parliament, bring affairs in regard 
to foreign powers to a critical point.”

calling upon their readers 
to order 
their paper each day in 
advance 
of 
their news dealers. The readers were 
told th at owing to the scarcity of pa­ 
per it would be

future fully to provide for a chance 
demand for papers. In other words, 
only enough

known demand would be run off the 
presses.

Are So Located on the Sea That They 
Can Increase and Replenish Their 
River Transport Facilities 
Indefinitely. 


W ith the British Army ;n Mesopo­ 


tamia, April 4. (British Official Eye- 


W itness).—The Tigris river serves as 
the l i n e of communications for Loth 
Turks and British alike in Mesopota­ 
mia. 
The British have a certain ad­ 
vantage in this respect, for they, with 
access to the sea, can increase and re­ 
plenish their river transport facilities 
indefinitely, w hereas the Turks must 
be satisfied with their present fleet. 
The carrying capacity of the Tigris 
with its present British fleet is not 
equal to that of a single line of rail­ 
way with an average supply of rolling 
stock, but it is increasing in propor­ 
tion to the development of the cam­ 
paign. 
The British line of communi­ 
cation is about 400 miles long. 
The fleet of transports, mostly pad­ 
dle steam ers drawing about four feet 
of water, each w ith a lighter attached 
starboard and port, keeping pace with 
the army on the bank; and each bri­ 
gade has its parent ship, from which 
it draw s supplies. 
The parent ship is, 
in 
turn, 
supplied 
by \“mahail:is.” 
These local river craft make a pictur­ 
esque fleet with their high forward- 
sloping masts, huge rudder, lateen sail 
and cutaway prow-, pointed and barb­ 
ed. They are painted like the Chinese 
junks, but with 
Arab 
designs 
and 
characters, the star and crescent and 
figures like the signs of the zodiac, 
generally white on a background of 
green or red and yellow. 
The Arab name for the long, n a r­ 
row, canoe-shaped boats of the coun­ 
try, the gondola of Basra, is the bel­ 
lum. 
It is poled or paddled. 
The of­ 
ficial dispatches have occasionally re­ 
ferred to “war heliums,” which are 
ordinary heliums, armored w-ith iron 
plates and used for conveying infan­ 
try to the assault of the enem y’s po­ 
sition. 
To supplement 
the 
self-respecting 
paddle steam ers of the Tigris there 
has been gathered the most hetero­ 
geneous collection of scrap iron and 
remnants of river traffic, taxing the 
esources of India’s inland navigation 
rom Bhamo to Sind. How these craft 
iver found their way over the ocean 
inly Providence knows. 
The most remarkable boat on the 
aver is one known as the “Aerial,” 
naif houseboat and 
half 
aeroplane. 
The hull is from Brahmaputra and it 
is fitted with an air propeller and a 
iffy 
horsepower 
engine.

ARGUMENT FOR METAL POSTS 


Coming 
Into 
Use on 
Many 
Farms 
Where Permanent Fences Are Being 
Made— They Will Not Burn. 


There are several good and sound 
arguments for the use of metal posts, 
and they are coming into use on many 
farms where permanent fences are be­ 
ing made. 
These posts can be driven, in most 
cases, not needing to be set. 
They 
do not rot, and will not burn. 
They 
also furnish a ground connection as 
a protection against lightning in case 
of wire fences. 
Wire fences can be grounded at 
small cost of time and money, but as 
a general thing they are not. 
The 
little work and expense needed will 
usually be postponed until animals 
are killed. 
Fires w hich get beyond control, and 
those set to burn out weeds and rub­ 
bish along the fences will not damage 
either metal or concrete posts; and all 
these reasons are convincing many 
that such posts will prove more eco­ 
nomical than wood where wrood is 
hard to get and replace when through 
service.

George and Edward Chafor, the hus­ 
band and minor son of Edith E. Cha­ 
for, who was killed May 24, 1913, in 
the collapse 
of a municipal pier at 
Long Beach, Cal. The accident 
was 
known as the Em pire Day disaster, 
since it oceured during a celebration 
by 
D ryish 
residents of 
the 
late 
Queen Victoria’s birthday. 
In the collapse 
of 
the pier forty 
persons w ere killed 
outright and a 
num ber died 
afterw ards 
from their 
injuries. In addition 
to 
the Chafor 
case, 187 suits for damages were filed 
in the superior court, 
but 
trial of 
them was delayed by agreement un­ 
til the state supreme court should de 
ride the test case. The sums asked 
in the 187 cases total $3,500,000. 
Damages of $15,000 were asked for 
in the Chafor case, and after a trial 
lasting 21 days 
a 
verdict of $7,500 
was awarded the plaintiffs by a jury 
in the superior court. 
The theory of the “keynote” vibra­ 
tion was advanced bv 
the 
city 
of 
Long Beach in its defense. The “key­ 
note” theory is an application of the 
traditional assertion 
that 
a 
violin 
player under 
certain 
circum stances 
by playing the keynote 
of 
a great 
building can cause it to collapse. lr 
applying this theory, the defense a r­ 
gued that a group of Scotch bag-pip 
ers, leading the Em pire Day celebra­ 
tion parade, stopped on the pier and 
struck the dangerous keynote while 
the crowd, swaying to the rvthm of 
the music accentuated this. The bag 
pipers piped, it is shown, for several 
minutes while 
some 
one 
hurriedly 
sought a forgotten key to the m uni­ 
cipal auditorium to adm it the w ait­ 
ing crowd gathered on the two-story 
pier. In the collapse 350 persons on 
the top deck of the pier were drop 
ped 30 feet amid wreckage 
to the 
sand beneath. 
The plaintiffs 
claimed 
that 
the 
pier was old and rotten and collapsed 
through weakness and structural de­ 
fects. 
The 
defense 
also 
advanced 
the 
theory that the city w as• performing 
a “governmental function” in operat­ 
ing the pier and auditorium, and was 
therefore not liable for damages. 
This was opposed by the testimony 
of the plaintiffs, showing a payment 
of $25 for the use of the auditorium. 
This 
payment, 
it 
was 
contended, 
made the operation of the building a 
private enterprise conducted by the 
municipality. 
One of the spectacular features of 
the case was as to the m anner of col­ 
lecting any of the aw ards if the su­ 
preme court should uphold the ver­ 
dict and proportionately large dam­ 
ages should be given in the other 187 
cases. 
It was contended that actively used

Columbia, Mo., April 4.—Here is a 
list of don’t for book users: 
Don’! let the direct rays of the sun 
strike the backs of the books. 
Don’t set a book on its front edge, 
the binding will break. 


Don’t put anything on top of an 
open book. 
Don’t lay a book on the table open 
downward. 


Don’t use a book as a portfolio to 
carry notes and papers in. 


Don’t use a pencil for a bookmark. 
Don’t crowd books in shelves so 
that one cannot be withdrawn with­ 
out pulling others off. 
Don’t let a book fall to the floor. 
Don’t pick a book up by the front 
cover. 
Don’t handle the books when the 
hands are dirty. 
IT hese rules were made by H. O. 
Severance, librarian of the University 
of Missouri at Columbia, and are pub­ 
lished in a bulletin called "A Library 
Primer for High Schools.” 
The bul­ 
letin gives information about buying 
small libraries for high schools, about 
classifying the books and caring for 
them. 
Mr. Severance recommends buying 
the books through local dealers when 
possible. He advocates 
local 
trade 
because it is more convenient to re­ 
turn books to local stores when mis­ 
takes are made. 
Usually, he says, 
the local dealer can get the supply 
as cheap as it can be secured by a 
firm in some distant city. 
Above all, cautions Mr. Severance, 
avoid the subscription book and book 
agent. Subscription books can usual­ 
ly be secured through book dealers on 
favorable terms. 
The books offered 
by agents can usually be bought from 
dealers at about half or two-thirds of 
the subscription price.
